Gentlemen of the High Church, feremel to 
you for a while 3 1 with you Wifer and 
Calmer, and that you would not ftudy to 
Provoke the Government, to break the 
Bounds of that Moderation, which is the 
Beauty and Glory, the Safety-and Defence 
of the prefent Conftitution. | 
The Queen, the Minifters of State, the 
Heads of the Church, and all thofe Perfons 
Concern’d in the Publick Affairs, with whom 
you have been fo free, have not yet pro= 
duc’d any Vifible Effeéts of the Great De» 
fign you talk fo much of; the Danger of the 
Church has yet appear'd only in the Fears 
and Jealoufies of a Party, whofe apparent 
Difcontent Confifts in their. being Difmifs’d 
from the Places, Profirs, and Golden Et Ce- 
tera’sof the Government, or in the Regret 
they Conceive, as having the Rod taken out 
of theic Hand, with which they purpofed to 
Chaftife their Brethren. 
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*Tis hard, Gentlemen; you fhould be fo 
Uneafie, only becaufe your Neighbours, who 
Differ from you in Opinion, are Delivered 
up as Fob, to the Hands of the Devil, with 
a Loe be is inthy Hands, -Afbton faid, when 
he was taken by the Government, Every 
Dog bas bis Day; his Expreffion was Rude 
ie Unmannerly, but the Moral holds $ 
you have had your Days and you fay,Others 
have had their Day ; and I may fay to you 
doth, in the Words of the Text, What Fruit 
bad you all of thofe Things, whereof you are 
wow Afbam’d ? 

The Mutual Sufferings of both Sides, have 
been plainly the fruit of their Mutual Aver- 
fion; fe far as either fide have run on in 


he Extreams of their Refentment, fo far 


as they have made Ufe of their Advantages, 
and the Profperity of either Party, to Crufh 
and Opprefs the other, fo far they have been 
Guilty of their own Milchiefs, and brought 
a Circulation of Miftries upon the whole 
Nation; and, Gentlemen, this has certain- 
ly been on both fides in its Turn. 

All thefe Obfervations ferve to Illuftrate 
that moft Glorious Godlike Temper of a 
Chriftian, that Bleffing of Nations, and 
Wifdom of Princes, that True Policy of 
Governments,and general Intereft of Rulers, 
MODERATION. Well might the Holy 
Scriptures direét us to let it be known anto 
all Men; there is no Accident of Lite, no 
Circumftance of Perfon, no Concern of Fa- 
milies, no Article of Government, in which 
it is not the beft Rule, and moft ufetul 
Study. 

I cannot but wonder, from what Strange 
Unforefeen Accident, Moderation came to 
be brought into fuck Contempt, and have 
fo many Satyrs and Lampoons pafs upon it in 
this Age; and I muft own, the Politicks of 
that Party, who venture the Reputation of 
their Principles, in a Conteft with this Ca- 
pital Vertue, feem to me very Unfound, and 
they run too great a Rifque of the Reputa- 
tion their Underftanding pretends to, to 
think that they could be able to fet their 
Authority in Competition with this H*aven- 
ly Principle, and perfwade Mankisd, that 
Moderation wasan Enemy to Zeal, to Faith- 
fulnefs, and to the great and juft Concern 
we ought to have for our Religion and Li- 
berty. 
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Driven from this Contradiétion, they fly 
to Shiftsand Deceit, and fo Drefs up Mode- | 
ration in Mafquerade ; Cloth it with the — 
Garments of a Hippocrite, and having 
brought their Mountebank Moderation up- — 
on the Stage, prefent it in the room of the © 
True, and then Buffoon the Bleffing it — 
he aoe the Deformity of their own — 

re. 

erhus the Fews, when they had Crown’d 
our Bleffed Saviour with Thorns,and Cloth’d 
him, as they thought with the utmoft Cone — 
tempt, then they Bow’d the Knee to him, — 
and Saluted him with ail, King of the 

ews. 
: Thus Men Banter Vertue, to juftifie their — 
own Vices ; and think to make their own 
Praftices Tolerable, by throwing Dirt at 
their Betters. 

Moderation in this Cafe, looks like an In- 
nocent Vertuous Woman, that being cali’d 
Whore, inthe Street, by the Malice of an 
Enemy, has fallen into the Hands of the 
Mob, and been Palted and Pump’d by che 
Miftake ; or like Fofepb, that refufing the 
Leud Embraces of a Whore, falls under the 
Power of Scandal, and goes to Gaol for 2 
Ravifher. 

Empty Politicians! And what does all 
this Amoant to? Only to let you know, 
that the Weaknefs of all your Attempts muft 
appear at laft; that Moderation will have 
the Viktory of you all; that Moderation will 
Conquer you all 5 even by Moderation, the 
Heavenly Luftre of Moderaticn, muft of 
courfe break out, when all the Black Clouds 
that pretend to an Interpofition of its Light, 
fhall be Difpers’d and gone away. 

Time and Patience brought Fofeph upon 
the Szat of Gove.unent, and how do you 
think Potipbar’s Wife look’d ? 1 fanfie juft as 
Haman \ook’d when he faw his own Fate 
Wrote upon his Contrivance for Mordecai. 
You, Gentlemen, that Declare fo upenly ae 
gainft Moderation; that call it by fo many 
Scandalous Names, that would Crowd it 
with fo many Scandals, and paint it in fo mae 
ny Shapes, thatit' may look like what you 
would have it be ; how foolifhly will you 
look? How weak will all your Efforts at 
this Scandalous Impoffbdility be, when Moe 
deration, like the Sun, fhall break out from 
behind this Black Cloud, and thal) fhine full 
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~ your Faces? TheGlory of its Light, witl 
certainly Difcover all the Motes mg Blemi- 
- fhes in your Politicks,which now you Varnifh 
ever with the Artifice of Words; all your 
‘pretended Zeal and Care for the Church, 
will be Expofed, the Wax it may have been 
Polith’d with being Melted off, by the warm 
Beams of the approaching Sua, the Native 
~ Genuine Compofition will appear ,the Wood, 
_ Hay, and Stubble of Gaudy Pretences being 
_ burnt up, the Nauvfeous Surface of Intereft, 
- Malice, Gain, Revenge, Envy, and all the 
_ Black Off-{pring of Hell, will appear. 
How will you Blufh, Gentlemen, when 
Moderation fhall call you forth to fee the 
Church of England Eftablith’d on the Foun- 
_ dation of her meer Conduct, and when the 
Queen fhall call you to produce your Vouch- 
ers to the Ridiculous Charge of the Chur- 
-ches Danger; When Prudence, Temper, 
Peace, Unity, and Charity, all Handmaids 
to this Sublime Principle of Moderation, 
fhall appear to be the Columns on which the 
Churches Profperity has been built, and the 
Precipice of Deftruction be reprefented at a 
{mall Diftance, with a High-way leading to 
it, call’d Coection. 

Pardon an Aythor, Gentlemen, that bow- 
ever afperfs'd, aflures you, he wifhes no- 
thing more, than to fee Love, Calmnefs 
and Charity, prevail in all Parties, and Per- 
fwafions; that he takes the Liberty, to tell 
you, the Hot Men of every Party are the 
Deftroyers of their own Party, and the ef- 
fe&tual Ruin of us all. 

I wonder at the Folly of foram King 
of Iracl; who fhould ask Febu, if it was 
Peace, when he faw, the Rate be drove at. 
The Safety of Nations, the Eftabliihment 
of Religion, the Settlement ef Conftituti- 
ons, are never obtain’d by Precipitation of 
Councils, by Fury of Party; promoting 
Feuds and Divilions, Deftroys Communi- 
ties; and blows up States, Churches, Fa- 
milies, and People. It has been fo in all 
Ages, and Places; And who can expet it 
fhould be otherwife here? 

If Gentlemen, you will be Englifo Men, 
or Chriftians, you may be happy ftill; a 
General Concurrence with the Wife, Calm, 
Moderate Methods of Governmenc; fubfer- 
viency to Laws, a little felf denyal, as to 
the matter of Liberty and Purties, would 
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a our Quarrels, Breaches and Difor 
The Safety, of the Church depends u 
on the Peace of the Government ehey ae 
talk fo much of the Churches Danger to 
me, feem to {peak too much truth; while they 
have it in their Power to difquiet the State 5 
an unfettled Government can never pro- 
mife Security to any Church; becaufe, that 
whichthould be its Proteftion, wants fome- 
thing to, fix*it, and thereby to make its 

Power a Refuge to the Chutch, 

If an Earthquake fhakes the Foundati- 
on, Wo be to the ftrongeft Struétures ; 
thofe that are firmeft built, fall firft; our 
Enemies therefore, whofe main Defign has 
always really been todeftroy the Church, 
as the propereft means, to bring that Black 
Delign to pals, have taken the fure Meae 
fures of Embroiling the State. 

The Civil Government is the Churches 
Handmaid, ready at all times, or at leaft 
fhould be fo, to Proteét, and Settle Her- 
Kings are therefore fometimes Stil’d, The 
Defenders of tbe Fisth;, aad it is not feidom 
that the Church, Environ’d with Powerful 
Enemies, wants the Proteétion and Defence 
of the Temporal Sword, in order to fecure 
her againft the Brigues and kntrigues of 
the Agents of Hell, whofe Endeavours are 
to fink Religion in the World, to Deftroy 
all fach thingsas Churches, or Religious Ke 
ftablifiments, and Over-rua Mankind with 
Atheifin, Contempt of God, and all manner 
of Profligate Principles. 

To Embarrafs and Encumber the Civil 
Authority, is thea to pull down the formi- 
dable Defences of the Church, and leave Re- 
ligion naked, Expofed to all its worft Ene- 
mies, in no Condition to maintain the King- 
dom of God inthe Hearts of Men; no, nor 
fo much as to keep upa Name in the World. 

The Sword of Strife is fo contrary to the 
Being and Profperity of the Church uf God, 
in its General Denomination, that the par- 
ticular parts of it, in whatfoever manner fet- 
led, are always Expoled to Ruiner, and to be 
a Prey to both Friends and Enemies, when- 
ever the Folly of one fide, or the Malice of 
the ocher, fuffers them to fall out among 
themfelves. In Civil Serife, Religion like the 
Younger Brother, always Bors to the Wall, 
and is Crufh’d, Bruis’d, an Expofed in Ape 
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and yet moft Quarrelabout. 

Strange Myitery, of Inconiftent Pafhon, 
thar Men fhould Quarrel moft about that 
they really are concern’d in leaft; and ftrive 
on pretence to maintain, what by friving 
they really Deftroy. 

From Hence, I Crave leave, Gentlemen, 
to recommend this one very feafunable Re- 
fleétion 5 if Civil Strite be fo fatal to Re- 
ligion in General, and every Eftablifh’d 
Church in particular, if the Difquieting the 
State, and Embroiling the Civil Govern- 
ment, be a real expoting the Church, and 
leaving Her naked to the Power ot Her 
Enemies 5 chen Her Majelty, in Prompticg 
and Inviting this Nation to Peace and Union, 
aas taken the moft Rational, molt Direét, 
and moft Effe&tual Method for the Preferving 
and Securing the Church of Emgland, that 
any Wife Prince could have taken, or the 
Wifcft of Men have advifed. 

Tt will follow, as a Natural Confequence 
of this, That the Exclau.ations of thofe 
Gentlemen, who make fo much Out-cry of 
the Churches Danger, when they at the 
fame time lee the Quzen Exhorfing to Peace, 
Moderation, and Charity, and the Govern- 
ment refolutely purfuing this Peace, by the 
propereft and mott direét Methods, by main- 
taining Juftice, opening a clear Door tothe 
Law, and proteéting all Men from Violence 
and Oppreffion: The Difcontent and Sug- 
geftions, J fay, of thefe Gentlemen, mutt 
be Grotndlefs and Abfurd, without rational 
Foundation, and contrary to the Nature of 
all Government, Satety, and Protettion ia 
at be Of which, more in a Clafs by 
it felf.
